the hasband was a beleever, and the wife an unbclee- 
ver 2 1 Cor. 7.14. The unbelceving wife s ſandtified by 
the husband : And how knoweſt thaw O man whether thay 
ſhalt ſave thy wife 2 verſe 16, Nay,was it nat an uſuall 
caſe, that the Farher was a bclcever, but the Children 
unbeleevers ? the Children beleevers, but the Father
